flanks

in sight. It was also testified that the horses 
had been sent out upon the road in the morn- 
ing before they had been. fed. 


A remarkable feature in this case, testified 


to by witnesses, is that the contractor bid to 
do the work of carrying tbe mail, one daily 
trip each way, for about $311, or about $1 
for each week day. His immediate predecessor 
did tbe work for $ooO, and prior to that the 
pay was $1000. As there is practically no 
other business done in connection with car- 
rying the mail, it is surprising that efficient 
service could have been expected by the 
Postoffice Department at such rate of pay. 
As a matter of fact, testified to by witnesses, 
when a horse would break down on the road, 
Weikherlin would go into a farmer's barn 
and take a horse to supply its place, saying 
that be was authorized by the Government 
to do this, so as not to delay the mail. 


Justice Mull fined Weikherlin §15 -and 


costs, and made him agree to dispose of the 
horses within a brief period. 


—Dr. C. H. Read, of Tullyfown, recover- 


ed his horse and carriage at Frankford last 
week, and the thief was arrested at the City 
Hospital, Baltimore, on Tuesday, where he 
tried to sell the surgical instruments and 
books which he hod stolen from the doctor. 
He is held for the Pennsylvania authorities, 
and a term of years in the penitentiary is the

—William Nolf, the lock tender at the 


second level for about twenty-five years was 
drowned last Monday morning at about five 
o'clock by falling off tbe gate bridge while 
he was in the act of opening the lock for the 
passage of a small steam boat.

Bristol Fire Department, died last Sunday 
of peritonitis at his residence, Wood and 
Market street. The funeral was held yes- 
terday afternoon, the interment being in the 
Episcopal Yard. The whole fire department 
of the town, representatives from Trenton, 
Burlington and Philadelphia fire depart- 
ments, and several beneficial organizations 
of which the deceased was a member, atten- 
ded the funeral.

Next was 
obtained fifl.y tons of qiarried stone from 
Yardleyvilli! by canal, then about 11,000 
bricks from Bardentown, and the heavy 
lumber from Burlington, which was rafted 
over'oD favorable tides, and so on until all 
the-material for the .structure was gathered. 
This work was principally done by Mr. 
Harlow and his one little horse. 


In January, 1846, Mr. Harlow conveyed 


the property to a board of trustees. It is 
not known when or by whom the church 
was organized but it was probably by Mr. 
Harlow himself, TV ith the assistance of his 
Burlington friends, Rev. Drs. Van Rensse- 
laer and Chester. It was taken under the 
care of the Presbytery on April 22, 1840. 


The original membership was comprised 


of fourteen persons, none of whom are now 
living. la 1850, the year of Mr. Harlow's 
departure to other fields of labor, the church 
consisted of twenty-eight members. 


In May 1851 the Rev. Franklin D. Harris 


was installed its first pastor, (Mr. Ilarlow 
was the stated supply and was never pastor) 
and on December 10th, 1861, he having ac- 
cepted a call to the Church of Port Bryou, 
N. Y., Presbytery dissolved his relations to 
this church. 
. H* was succeeded by the Rev. Alfred Tay- 
lor who was installed July 31, 18G2. His 
pastorate lasted until March 9, 1805. 


After Mr. Taylor came the Rev. Henry F. 


Lae, who was duly installed pastor on No- 
vember 7, 1865. 


The.Rev. Jacob Weidman succoded Mr. 


Lee, having been installed pastor on Novem- 
ber 18, 1867. During his pastorate the 
church building was enlarged and refurn- 
ished. The amount collected and expended 
by the trustees for this purpose was $3,215- 
.79. 
The pulpit wa* built by Mr. Weidman 


aud his outside friends. 
The ladies took 


care of the furnishing, which was done at a 
cost of $800. For carpetering and cushion- 
ing the pews $550 were expended. 
Mr. 


Weidmac left Bristol in 1873 to become pas- 
tor of the Brainerd Church, Easten. 


On October 30, 1873, the Kev. J. II. M. 


Knox was installed pastor. During the ten 
years of his ministry the church prospered 
botH spiritually and financially. 
One hun- 


dred and seventy-eight members were added 
Vo"the'communion roll, $29,113 were given 
to''nome support, $7,417 to the boards of the 
ch'urch, $4,912 in miscellaneous gifts, and 
$156.25 to General Assembly, Presbytery 
and Synod, in all $41,608.25. These figures 
compared with those of former years gave 
abundant evidence of the steady growth and 
prosperity of the church.

The author of "Fowler's Publicity," 


a. work devoted to advertising informa- 
tion and advertising forms, has alto- 
gether correct ideas as to the usefulness 
of the local newspaper. He declares 
thoro in only one indispensable adver- 
1 ising medium through which the local 
merchant is to moke himself known, 
and that is the local newspaper. An ad- 
vertisement in the home paper is worth 
more than an acre of circulars. 


Mr. Fowler says flatly that many of 


the newsjiapers in the smaller cities are 
grander examples of journalism than 
half the so called dailies. This shows 
that the \rritor Is a shrewd and observ- 
ing man, as well as an honest one, and 
he gives farther proof of it when he as- 
wirts that no great daily can ever blank- 
et the local newspaper, from which has 
been evolved all the other newspapers 
of the world as well as all the magazine". 
and periodicals. 


Local information in a newspaper i-i 


the only information that all the people 
road. They want first to know what is 
taking place among the people about 
them. Regularly, therefore, they peruse 
the local columns of their home paper, 
advertisements and all. 


Here are some of the jewels from the 


Kowle:: casket: "Go through any town 
and notice the stores that look the best 
und appear to pay the best; look into 
the shops that seem to be doing busi- 
ness, whether the occupants are tinkers 
or merchants, and tho advertisements of 
these places will be found in tho local 
newspaper." Further, tho local mer- 
chant who cannot use the home newspa- 
per "has something tho matter with 
him," our author says. Tho trouble is 
•with this merchant, not with the pa- 
jinr. Mr. Fowler reaches the heart of 
tilings and states a groat truth when he 
says, "Tho majority of local editors 
und publishers art philanthropists as 
veil as money earners, and they make 
their papers as good as the support giv- 
en them warrants." We always knew 
it. 


As to the form of advertisements in a 


home newspaper, the writer thiuks that 
while they do not occupy too much 
Bjiaoe they generally contain from two to 
ii5 times too much matter, and the firm 
name generally occupies typo from two 
to five times too large. The name of the 
goods should be prin ted at the top in a 
local newspaper, not the name of tho 
firm. "The local merchant should ad- 
vertise tho goods he sells six times more 
prominently than he advertises, him- 
self." "Mo business is too small to be 
advertised if tho town is not too large.'' 
"There should bo some brain trouble 
retreat for the regeneration of the few 
local merchants who defy custom, opin- 
ion, experience and fact in their attempt

tising." 


With these few quotations wo close, 


merely remarking that the local editor 
and publisher is ready, as always, to 
prove his philanthropy through the use- 
fulness of his advertising columns. 


The governor of tho Bank of England 


iu his interview with a reporter ex- 
plains jest bow it is that the British 
cabinet is able to sit upon the bonk. Tne 
blink belongs to a private company, which 
formulates its financial policy. There- 
fore when the governor of the bank said 
tho institution was ready to keep one 
fifth of its reserve iu silver when the 
mints of France and tho United States 
tihoald be opened to free coinage he 
promised only what ho had a right to 
do. After this promise was made, how- 
ever, a storm of protests from business 
men was showered both upon tho bank 
authorities and the Salisbury cabinet. 
The government declared that the mints 
of India would not bo reopened to the 
coinage of silver. The Bonk of Eng- 
land, although a private corporation, 
was thereupon obliged to back down 
from tho position it had taken on silver. 
Why? Because, as the governor explain- 
ed, "the government is the bank's best 
customer, and whenever it makes a re- 
quest we do our best to comply." 


Jewish runners In Palestine. ~ 


Tho first historic record of the Jews 


makes them a pastoral people, tending 
flocks and herds. This they remained 
till the destruction of Jerusalem. Then 
they ware scattered to the four corners 
of the earth and persecuted by Ohria- 
tiiin nations. In Europe the foot that 
for centuries {hoy were forbidden to 
own land changed the Jewish character 
apparently and forced them to become a 
commercial people. Now there seems to 
be a tendency to round out the circle of 
human experiences for the race by mak- 
ing many of them at least an agricul- 
tural people. In literature, in the pro- 
fessions and in scientific pursuits they 
have loiig since taken first rank. Now 
it only remains for them to become for 
the first time in their checkered history

Not all the starving Russian 
Hebrews came to America. There are 
thousands of them in Palestine, engaged 
in farming, successfully too. In fact 
there are already 23 agricultural colo- 
niee representing the modern return of 
the Jews to Palestine. The estimate has 
been made that of these Jewish farmers 
and their families in Palestine there are 
as many as 6,000, with 100,000 acres 
under cultivation. 


Winegrowing, silk culture, fruit rais- 


ing and honey production chiefly en- 
gage these Jew farmers who have re- 
turned to the promised land. There is 
at Tofa, the Joppa of Bible times, ac- 
tually a Jewish agricultural college 
•which is doing a great work in the ed- 
ucation of Hebrew farmers. Its grad- 
uate* take charge of farm colonies of 
tho men of their race in both Palestine 
and elsewhere. From the advance made 
to Palestine it looks aa if the wilderness 
Will indeed blossom as the rose in that 


dried" up laud and that the Jews will 
provn as successful at farming as they 
have done at everything else they have 
attempted. 


What an American Is. 


The Terre Haute Gazette is not sure 


in its mind what constitutes a real 
American. It thinks the original red 
Indian does not fill the bill, even when 
he iH improved, for when ho reaches 
that "state he is always improved out of 
existence. New Englandera of far de- 
scent think they are simon pure Amer- 
icans, BO does the Dutchman whoso 
blood dates bock to Dietrich Knicker- 
bocker.

It merely wishes 
in passing to express some hints for the 
guiduuce of that vast swarm of present 
day importations from foreign lauds 
who oome here and propose to immedi- 
ately take a hand in running this gov- 
ernment The Gazette says:

rate knowledge of Just where they 
stand. 


Tho fact that Senator Quay met 


David Martin and Chris Magee just 
before election for the sole purpose of 
unifying the organization! in order to 
get out as large a party vote as pos- 
Bible caused much comment, and was 
approved by some and denounced by 
otheis, but misconstrued by a very 
large proportion of both the people 
and (he active workers. Now that mat- 
ters have calmed down somewhat all 
hands are beginning to look upon these 
incidents ot political life in a more 
reasonable and practical manner. Inose 
who have a knowledge of the inner 
workings of the organization 
have 


learned from sources that cannot be 
doubted that there have been no deals, 
slateti or arrangements of any charac- 
ter in either local or state politics.

The attitude of several of the most

Tho First National bank of Parkrllle 


was thoflnanclnl Institution of Park coun- 
ty 
Its stockholders Included all the best 


business men of the town find a number 
of leading farmers, and the standing of 
the institution was all that could be de- 
sired. There is always an odd sheep In 
every town, and in Parkvlllethe odd sheep 
was Uncle Billy Edwards. Not once in a 
year did any one mention his last name. 
It was always "Uncle Billy," and he was 
everybody's friend and nobody's enemy. 
At the time the bank was organized he 
wns a man BO years old. He was simple 
minded, lived with a relative and picked 
up a quarter now nnd then by doing an 
odd job.

Variations In the Earth's Magnetism. 


r, 
' 
w of the 
United States weather bureau, who has 
for several years been trying to dinoovor 
how oloso is the correspondence between 
meteorological changes and certain fluctu- 
ations In the earth's magnetism, said be- 
fore the British association at Toronto that 
certain simultaneous behavior of the mag- 
nets at widely scattered observatories sug- 
gests the posbibility that the earth is im- 
mersed in what is called a magnetic field, 
in which there are variations of intensity 
and which may proceed from the sun 
Ihese variations, Professor Bigelow says, 
show a tendency to fall into a typical 
curve. In March and September that 
curve stays right side up, but at the sol- 
stices it is upside down. The main object 
•of. this principal paper was to explain this 
rever&al, which ho did by showing that It 
apparently depends upon the earth's posi- 
tion In its path around the sun. He gave 
a brief description of a special watch which 
had been made in Munich in conformity 
with his ideas for experimental purposes. 
A small magnet was suspended on the 
balance wheel, and was apparently affected 
by the aforementioned changes in the in- 
tensity of the magnetic influence coming 
in from outer space. On some days the 
watch would gain 100 seconds or 200 sec- 
onds. 
On others It would lose as much. 


It seemed to tell the same story as the 
costly Instruments in tho special magnetic 
observatories. 
Unfortunately the "ver- 


tical force" magnets in the Washington 
and Toronto observatories have recently 
been rendered almost worthless by the dis- 
turbing Influences of adjacent trolley lines 
—Boston Transcript.

NEWSPAPER! 


GHETTO OF VENICE. 


ON THE SIDE CANALS OF THE QUEEN 


Or THE ADRIATIC. 


£nftrter Gfren Up to the Race That WM 


Recalled to Lend Money to the Vene- 
tbuu Wlien They Were "Dead Broke." 
Palaeen Amid Squalor* 


Venice Is not the city of tho guidebooks 


HIT photographers' shops. Nolthor Is its 
life tha!. <>C tho Grand canal nor of tho 
ploco of Si.. Murk. It is tho Venice of tho 
narrow cnnulfl und tortuous stroots—In 
abort, tho Voiilco of tho poorer classes with 
whloh wo rihould mako ourselves familiar. 
And this innny tourists fall to do. 


Prompti'd by tho above reflections, wo 


selected a bright morning for an oarly ex- 
cursion tn the gbotto, tho homo of tho im- 
mortal Sliylook micl tho bowltohing Jos- 
Blca. 
Our gondolier, Giovanni, a fine 


looking i;mn of graoitful bearing and frank 
manners, had already upon more than one 
occasion nhown hlmnolf well versed in the 
topography of Venicd, and wo could there- 
fore lot him "puddle his own canoo" with- 
out tho BllKhtost misgiving of not reach- 
ing our dcritinatlon. 


Upon tills morning wo followed for a 


short dlBtunco tho windings of tho Grand 
cannl and then dived suddenly into ono of 
thopo nnrmw canals tliat form an almost 
inextricaiile network through the city. It 
ie like stepping from tho bright sun Into 
the shade. 


As wo Klldid on wo observed that wo 


wero enti'rinB a region of yot narrower 
oanalB and darker utroots, and when, iv 
llttlo farther, wo again crossed ono of the 
eerpontlno windings of the Grand canal to 
turti into tho Oannareggio indications of 
poverty and want met our oyo every where. 
Tho streets on either hand wcro swarming 
with a mi it Icy, ill nourished and scantily 
olnd population, who, unliko tho usually 
civil Vom Han, followed our gondola with 
an inquisitive Btaro. Impure odors and 
unhealthy surroundings wcro evidently no 
etrangerg here, and tho beneficent effects 
of fresh nlr and bright sunshine seemed 
almost unattainable In tho tortuous pas- 
sagos and 111 ventilated courts. 


In a moment more our gondolier stopped 


at a stono landing and pointed to a sign 
over a 1cm doorway. Wo were In tho ghet- 
to. 
A voluble little Hebrew met us as wo 


debarked nnd offered his services as cice- 
rone, at tho Btmio time assuring us of tho 
variety of interest in store and of tho ease 
with which ho could lead tho way. 
Ac- 


companied, thercforo, by him and our gon- 
dolier, wo bCs'an our illgrimago afoot Into 
tho very limit of tho abodes of tho chosen 
people. Guidebooks and personal inquiry 
tad warned as not to expect to find much 
of intercut, in the ghetto as it is todny, 
ond, in fa< t, it has lost many of tho pic- 
turesque and characteristic features that 
made it famous 50 years ago. 


Tho Venetian Jews of today are nny- 


thlng but nsuppressed and persecuted peo- 
ple, and tho fact that Christian and Israel- 
ite llvo contuntodly sldo by side proves 
conclusively how llttlo tho differences of 
race and religion affect thoir dully inter- 
course. 
A t present inoro than ono of tho 


handsomer palaces are owned by Hebrews, 
vibo can peacefully enjoy tho privileges of 
t^eir wealth and citizenship. It is there- 
fore surpt Islng that tho majority of tho 
Jews of Venice should ttill choose to dwell 
amid their squalid surroundings, and tho 
only reason for their choice can bo traced 
to thoir hive for the old homo and associa- 
tions of their forefathers. 
And what a 


homol Tim farther wo penetrated tho more 
we woro struck by tho poverty stricken ap- 
pearonoo nf tho place. 
Tho atmosphoro 


Boomed heavy and closo between tho high, 
dingy houses, anil tho pavements woro 
anything but cleanly, while tho air was 
filled with tho Bhrill voices of inou and 
women calling to each other, many of 
•whom lounged before their doorways or 
leaned la-'.lly out of tho windows. Every- 
where ono met Syrian oj'cs and hooked 
noses, which, coupled with tho cheap, care- 
less aspect of tho dwellings and shops, re- 
minded one unpleasantly of pawnbrokers' 
establishments. 


It was evident from appearances that 


tho Jews of tho ghetto had not forgotten 
tho purpose for which they woro called 
back to Venice from thoir exile in tho fif- 
teenth ;entury. At that time—a period 
of great luxury and expenditure—tho men 
and women of fashion found it an imper- 
ative necessity to have somo moans of rais- 
ing money for paying off their debts. With 
this end in view tho banished Israelites 
woro recalled to become tho pawnbrokers 
and money lenders of tho city. 
The un- 


happy people did not light upon a bed of 
roses. Their return was tho signal for 
fresh persecution and tyranny. 


They wero not only forced to live in tho 


roost unhealthy part of Venice, an exit 
being prohibited l.y law and rendered im- 
possible by five iron gates, but they wero 
otherwise distinguished from tho Chris- 
tians by tho wearing of a yellow badge 
•upon their breasts, not to speak of differ- 
ent shades and styles of headgear. Bo- 
sides these arbitrary restrictions they woro 
allowed no profession but medicine. And, 
although nil this has changed, it is not 
etrango that, from mere force of habit 
through many centuries, tho Jews of tho 
ghetto should still boar tho stamp of those 
occupations that wero forced upon them 
In the middle ages. 


As we advanced our guide kept up a 


steady flow of conversation, intermingled 
with countless extravagant gestures, so 
that It wai at times difficult to interpret 
his moaning 
At all events, thuru was 


plenty to observe. More than ono possible 
Shylook and dark eyed Jessica crossed our 
path and for tho moment distracted our 
attention from their noisy brethren. 
It 


•was In vain, however, that wo glanced 
Into tho alrand upon the pavements for 
tho feathery remains of geese, tho fat of 
which w;:i formerly substituted by the 
.r<iw8 for lard. 
Tho devoted birds woro 


evidently extinct in these quarters. 


Owing to the extreme simplicity of tho 


ghetto's topography it Is easy to obtain 
an exact idea of its limits during the time 
that tho Jews woro kept under lock and 
key, tho cavities in the stone walls for the 
bolts and Mngcs of tho five iron doors be- 
ing still plainly visible. 


At that tli 30 there wero no bridges com- 


municating with tho outside world, so 
that the ghetto enjoyed complete isola- 
tion. And both tho erection of bridges and 
tho final abolishment of the gates date 
from the Italian tulepoadence after the 
battle of Solforlno. 


How greatly since then has tho lot of 


the Venetian Jews Improved when, as 
our guide assured us, the chosen pooplo 
wero given two hours every day in which 
to cross the limits of tho ghetto in order 
to find something to eat, there beiug noth- 
ing to eat at homo I 


But in spit« of the many improvements 


of today it was with a feeling of relief 
that we turned our backs upon tho crowd- 
ed ways and noisy people to breathe again 
the purer air and brighter sunshine of tho 
world beyond.—New York Sun. 


THE PSALW OP YOUTH. 


Storing Vegetable!. 


For cabbages and potatoes there is no 


necessity of digging a trench. A place 
can be cleared off in tho surface of the 
ground 8 or 4 feet wide and rfs long as 
may bo needed. Sot a good stout forked 
stake at ouch end and lay In there a good 
stout pole 
Pile tho cabbage or potatoes 


under this, putting a layer of straw in tho 
bottom and then cover with straw. 
Take 


boards and fct ono end In tho ground and 
the othor against the long polo. Take 
pains to mako all tight so that tho dirt 
will not bo drifting through. 
Then put 


on a good layer of earth, leaving a hole 
for ventilation in tho top and providing 
good drainage on tho outside. 


Later on, after there is a good freeze, put 


In another layer of earth or straw—either 
one will answer—and at tho same time 
stop up tho hole left for ventilation. This 
will make a more even temperature than 
If all tho covering Is put on at once. There 
are two ad vantages with this plan. One 
is that it in easier to provide good drain- 
age, and the other Is that the vegetables 
wiil be more convenient to get at. 


Apples, beets, carrota, turnips—In fact, 


vegetables of any kind—can be stored in 
the same way and will readily keep ID a 
good condition.—St. Louis Republic.

THE CARLSBAD CURE. 


Bathing In Mud In Flmt Repugnant, Then 


Floaiaut, Then Bll«8ful. 


At 6 wo wero to rise, drink three glasses 


of water, perambulating 15 minutes be- 
tween each two glasses, afterward walk 
for an hour, then finally breakfast on 
eggs, ham and ton; for mo every other 
day a mufiBCUhC, alternating with a mud 
bath. 
Massage is fumiiar to most people, 


but tho idea ol bathing in mud is an ap- 
palling ono. 
On the first occasion it is re- 


pugnant, on the second pleasant, on tho 
third blissful. After that ono craves mud. 
The bather is ushered into a room con- 
taining a deep white tiled tub sunk in tho 
lloor. 
At tho side of this is tho space re- 


served for tho peat bath when it shall bo 
brought. 
The lloor of half tho room is a 


few inches higher than the othor, and has 
a table, sofa, looking .gluss, a clothes rack 
and a rug for the foot. 


IJeforo the patient undresses ono of tho 


doors opens, there is a sound like thunder, 
and a bathtub about three feot deep, full 
of warm, bla< k mud of tho consistency of 
porridge, is rolled In by a brawny baro 
armed man in a blue jciui blouse. He stirs 
tho dark mass with fearless hand, and ro- 
ahsures tha lady by tolling her that it con- 
tains no aniin il life. 
(When tho EmprebS 


Eugenie was in Carlsbad, she insisted 9n 
her physician performing this service, In 
case of eels bi ing in the huthl) 
Tho peat 


is brought to tho establishment dry, and 
having boon carefully screened it is honted 
by steam to t ho prescribed temperature, 
about 28 to 80 Reaumur, and mixed with 
Sprudel water 


It requires homo exerciso of will power 


to plungo a hand or a foot into a seething 
mass. It does suggest earthworms, and 
the bubbling appears like tho movement 
caused by unploosant slimy creatures. Thj 
beginner may If slio can practice a llttlo 
mental science and "mako believe" that 
the stuff is ilink—a warm pulp of ro&o 
leaves. (I confess that I prayed for cour- 
age and then put in a tentative foot.) Onco 
in tho sensation is phj'slcully pleasant. 
The mud bears ono up like a water bed. 
A delicious, soft, warm poultioo embraces 
tho whole body. 
If India rubber gloves 


are worn, or the ten llttlo thimbles sold for 
tho purpose, tho nails are protected. 


After 25 minutes tho female attendant 


returns—generally a pleasant, chatting 
woman—and hluiccscnch limb with warm 
water as it Is withdrawn from tho slough. 
The peat never sticks, but falls away, 
leaving no truce, and afterward tho skin 
is like satin. 
The last movement is the 


step from tho mud into tho clean, white 
Tub, whore tho bather remains about live 
minutes, when she emerges onco more 
clean, to bo enveloped in a warm sheet. 


One should rest after this process, but 


it Is not always easy to do so, as ono gen- 
erally has to hurry away to dinner or bock 
to lodgings. 
Tho bath costs about 50 


cents, not Including tho ever necessary 
pourboire.—Harper's Bazar. 


WESTERN FARM LABORERS. 


The TrlHMlent Workers Who Harvest the 


North Dakota Wheat Oropa. 


There is a st ason between May and tho 


middle of July during which the array of 
"hands" who work on those North Dakota 
wheat farms •« ait for the crops to ripen. 
In fact, except tho half score of men who 
aro regularly employed upon each place, 
all the men who aro engaged upon tho big 
farms—in 
plowing season, at seeding 


time, during harvest and when the soason 
for thrashing comes, tho man who do the 
most important work—are transient labor- 
ers. Frequently they aro birds of passage, 
whose faces aro familiar to tho foremen, 
but whoso homos may bo a thousand miles 
away. 
Men of this character are not "ho- 


boos,"yet now and thon a tramp does 
"rest from his loved employ" and work 
with the "harvest hands." A majority 
of the laborers come from tho south in 
harvest time. Those men aro regular har- 
vesters, who begin with tho early Juno 
harvest in Oklahoma, working northward 
until tho season closes in the Bed river 
country. 


Men of thlH class never pay railroad 


faro. 
Thousands of thorn—perhaps 15 


men for every 1,000 acres in wheat—rido 
into the bonanza district on tho "blind 
baggage" on pnssengcr trains. When they 
havo leisure and a tnste for scenery, they 
jolt placidly across tho continent home- 
ward bound in what tho lingo of the cult 
calls "side door sleepers." 
Many of these 


workmen llvo in tho larger towns in tho 
middle west—in St. Louis, In Omaha, in 
St. Paul, in Chicago or in Milwaukee. 
And they bring home probably $1,000,000 
In wages. 
They aro steady, industrious 


men with no bud habits and nmall ambi- 
tions. On tho best farms there is no drink- 
ing, and card playing is strictly prohibit- 
ed. The foremen say that oards keep men 
out of bed at night, and they havo not 
their best strength'to work during the 
day. There are no amusements on tho 
farm, and at 9 o'clock tho fatigue usually 
drives the men to bed.—William Allen 
White in Scribner's.

FAST TRAINS ARE SAFEST. 


They Are the Special Favorites, and Extra 


Attention Is Given to Them. 


George Ethclbcrt Walsh contributes an 


article on "Running the Fast Express" to 
St. Nicholas. Mr. Walsh says: 


When tho Empire State express or tho 


Congressional limited rushes across tho 
country at tho rate of 70 miles an hour, 
making mile posts and trees skip by in 
fantastic disorder, tho mind of many a 
passenger is troubled by a question that 
continually arises at every sharp sway or 
jolt of tho cars, "Is there not dungor in 
such rapid traveling?" 


In his seat forward tho onginoer would 


reply grimly to this question with a nega- 
tive shake of the head, and the general su- 
perintendent of tho road or tho train dis- 
patcher in his office at headquarters would 
second this answer with a more omphatic 
"No." 


But why? According to all the mathe- 


matical rules wo learned at school and 
college, tho faster a moving body swings 
along a certain course, the more difficult 
It is to swcrvo it from its path, and tho 
more terrible is the collision If It should 
strike an obstacle. 


Why, then, la not rapid running more 


dangerous than slow? "Because the en- 
gines used for this service are larger, bet- 
ter equipped and bettor cared for than any 
others," tho engineer would reply. "They 
arc provided \\ ith every modern device to 
prevent accident, and, though they fairly 
fly along the track, they aro never beyond 
our immediate control. And, thon, we'ro 
more wide awake and alert for danger." 


"Tho danger is less for the reason that 


everybody along tho line is looking out 
for the rapid lliors," would say tho train 
dispatcher. "They havo tho right of way, 
nnd we always clear the tracks for tho ex- 
presses. 
They aro succial favorites, and 


wo give extra careful attention to {hem."

Indian Chiefs Were Hospitably Entertain- 


ed by Pilgrim Fathers. 


The first Thanksgiving was appointed 


by Governor Bradford at Plymouth, Mass., 
in 1021, the year following tho landing of 
tho pilgrims, In order that tho colonists 
in a more special way could rejoice togeth- 
er at having all things In good and plenty, 
writes Clifford Howard in Tho Ladles' 
Homo Journal. In preparation for tho 
foast "gunners wero sent into tho woods 
for wild turkeys, which abounded there In 
great numbers Kitchens wero made ready 
for preparing tho feast, especially tho large 
ono in Dnmo Brewfitcr's houso, which was 
under tho immediate direction and charge 
of Prisolllu Molines, she who afterward 
became the wifo of John Alden, while a 
messenger was dlspatohod to invite Massa- 
soit, tho chief of tho friendly tribe, to at- 
tend the celebration. 


"Early on tho morn ing of tho appointed 


Thursday—about tho 1st of November— 
Mussnsoit and DO of his warriors arrived 
on the outskirts of tho village and with 
wild yells announced their readiness to 
enjoy tho hospitality of their white breth- 
ren. Tho little settlement, which now con- 
sisted of seven dwellings and four public 
buildings, was soon astir with mcE, wom- 
en and children, who gavo tho Indians a 
hearty welcome as they died into tho largo 
square in front of tho governor's houso 
Koou the roll of a drum announced the 
hour o! prayer, for no day was begun with- 
out this religious service.. Then followed 
a holiday of fi-usling and recreation, which 
continued nol, only that day, but during 
tho two succeeding days. 
The usual rou- 


tine of duties was suspended. 
Tho chil- 


dren romped about in merry play. 
The 


young men indulged in athletic sports and 
games in friendly rivalry with tho Indians. 
Tho little American army of 20 men, un- 
der the leadership of Milos Stundish, wont 
through its drill and manual of arms, to 
the great delight and astonishment of the 
natives, while tho women busied them- 
selves in t ho careful preparation of tho ex- 
cellent meuls, which wero eaten in the 
upon air." 


THE UNSKILLED WORKERS. 


A College Graduate ns Day Laborer and 


Hotel Porter. 


I worked Cor nine hours and a quarter 


at West Point uncl had ut the end of tho 
day's labor, if the weather had boon good, 
85 cents above actual living expenses. 
Hero I have usually worked from 5 o'clock 
in tho morning until 11 at night at all 
manner of menial drudgery and havo gone 
to bed wlih tho comfortable assurance that, 
in addition to food and shelter, I have 
earned 86 cents and a fraction, and yet, 
as a mutter of choice, purely with refcr- 
onco to tho conditions under which the 
work is done, I should infinitely prefer a 
week of my present diities to a single day 
lit such labor as that at West Point. 


The work hero is specific;, and it is mino 


to bo done as I bust can. 
Responsibility 


and initiative and personal pride enter 
hero and render tho 18 hours of this work 
incomparably shorter than tho nine hours 
of my last. It is true that it partakes of 
tho character of much household service, 
in that it is over doing and is never done, 
but thero is a fooling of accomplishment 
in the fact of getting my quarters clean 
and tho grounds in order, and in keeping 
thei" so, although it bo at tho cost of la- 
bor ahvajs repented and never ended. 


Perhaps it is because I am still haunted 


by tho thought of the cruel bondage of un- 
skilled lubor, under which men exhaust 
their powers of body nnd mind and soul 
at work that in tho very conditions of its 
doing seems to harden them into slaves, 
instead of strengthening them into men, 
that I Tail to feel keenly tho want of time 
that I can call my owu. I have an inde- 
pendence of a vastly better sort in having 
work which lean call my own and which I 
can do with some human pleasure and 
interest nnd profit in its performance, how- 
ovor hard it may be.—"Tho Workers," by 
Walter A. Wyckofl, in Scribnor's. 


LONDON'S DOG CEMETERY. 


Queer Inscriptions on Beautiful Stones. 


Ko Race Prejudices. 


Near Victoria goto in Hydo park there 


is an inclosuro reserved as a burying 
ground for dogs. 
Life is always full of 


contrasts. On ono side here we witness 
tho pleasures and tho joys of life, and on 
the othor wo find tho vanity of all existing 
things. 
That at least was the opinion of 


tho old keeper who brought me through 
tho burying ground confided to his care. 
Tho dogs' gruvedigger is an honest fellow 
with a face marked with wrinkles. Tho 
place is about 30 meters in length and 20 
in breadth, and granite and marble monu- 
ments with the names and characteristics 
of the departed aro very numerous. 
This 


rcspectforanimals presents an unexpected 
aspect in which the touching is strangely 
mixed with tho grotesque. 
There are 


about 200 tombs in the inclosure. 
The 


plots aro given gratuitously. 
The stones 


and tho inscriptions ore put up at the ex- 
pense of tho bereaved families. Some of 
the inscriptions are worthy of notice. 


The first stone that moots the eye of tho 


visitor is erected to tho memory of "Be- 
loved Boby, died 20th of August, 1896, 
aged IS months and a half." 


Then comes "Flick, a faithful friend, 


and Maudie, an old friend." 


On another tombstone are tho words, 


"Dear old Prlny." 


But real grief is silent, or nearly so, 


tnd tho word "Jacob" upun another mar- 
bio slab doubtless covers a heap of regrets. 


Farther on thero is another superb 


tomb, upon which tho name of the dog is 
inscribed in very small letters and that of 
tho master in enormous letters. It is as 
follows: "Pompeii, tho favorite dog of 
Miss Florence St. John." And under this 
is the following quotation from Byron: 


111 life the firmest friend, 
First to welcome, 
Foremost to defend. 


But here is a still stranger inscription. 


It is to tho memory of "Dearest 'I'opsy, 
the firmest and most devoted of friends 
and companion of her mother." 


Another is to the memory of "Our dear 


treasure Jock, a Scotch collie, died 81st of 
August, 1895, aged 15 years. 
He was the 


most intelligent, devoted, gentle, tender 
and affectionate dog that ever lived, with 
the best of tempers. He was adored by his 
devoted and afllictod friend, Sir H. Seton 
Gordon, bart." 


Hero aro others: 
1' Dear and affectionate Duko and Tip 


py, his Beloved Grandmother. 


"Dear Little Peter, who died suddenly." 
On tlio tomb of a she dog is tho follow- 
ing: 


She brought a ray of sunlight into our ex- 


istence. 


Bat, nlas, she carried it away with her! 
"Adored Spot," "Our Friend," "Dar- 


ling Chin Chin" and "Sweet Carlo" lio 
close to each other. 


"Drair Minnie, brave, intelligent, sin- 


gularly beautiful, loving and loved," has 
a splendid monument. 


But, as if to prove that race prejudices 


necessarily disappear with death, in this 
cemetery of dogs there is a stone erected 
"To tho memory of our dear little oat, 
Chinchilla, poisoned July 31." 


During my visit a live dog somehow got 


Into tho cemetery and was chased away by 
the keeper for irreverently attempting to 
bury a bone ou ono of the graves of his fol- 
low creatures —London Figaro.

At a height of 16,- 
000 feet the rate of decrease is aboutan inch 
for every 1,600 feet of elevation, and tho 
proportion of decrease becomes greater at 
greater heights. At a height of 18,000 feet 
the pressure is about one-half of what it is 
at the sea level—that is to say, the air at 
that elevation is only one-half as heavy as 
it is at the sea level —Philadelphia Times.
